Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the Final Rejection 
stated in the September 6, 2007 Office Action. Briefly, it is submitted that a prima 
facie case of obviousness has not been established, and to the extent that one was 
to have been presented, such a case would be rebutted by evidence provided in 
Applicant's specification. 

Claims 1-29 and 31-44 have been rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Nakaoka. It is stated in the Office Action, among other things, 
that Nakaoka discloses a catalyst that contains less than 0.5% weight Na 2 0 and 
that this range overlaps Applicants' range of 0.2% by weight Na 2 0 for the catalyst 
recited in Applicants' claim 1. Applicants request reconsideration. In particular, it 
is in error to state that Nakaoka discloses or teaches an amount of Na 2 0 for 
Nakaoka's catalyst as a whole. Nakaoka's discloses that it is dealkalizing the 
zeolite Y and the reference to Na 2 0 in column 2, line 57 is in reference to the
